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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicants claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the United Kingdom on 04/12/2000. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the priority application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 11, 
2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Johansen D295,776 in view of Gross 5,386,932. 

Johansen teaches a holder comprising a rigid tubular body with upper and lower 
openings and a cutaway section having a flared upper edge and a lower rounded notch 
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(see figures 1, 3 and 5), and a flexible loop attached to an upper edge of the tubular 
body portion via a backing plate (see figure 5, 6 and 9). The device of Johansen differs 
from applicants invention in that the loop is not "directly attached to the holder. Gross 
teaches a similar fishing rod holder in which a flexible loop 12 is directly attached to the 
holder 14, 18, 20. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
the Johansen holder to be attached in the manner as taught by Gross since both 
inventions are directed to improvements in user mounted fishing rod holders. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 14-16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
